Down on Easy Variances 


Police Reserve Becomes Law, Many 
Top Applications Already Received 

With the City Council being pushed with a heavy 
agenda, it met in regular session Tuesday evening with 
all Councilmen and Mayor present. Attorney Martin absent 
and City Administrator and 
City Clerk Warfel in at¬ 
tendance. 

Warrants in the amount 
of $39,519, and transfer of 
funds in the amount of 
some $64,325 were ordered 
paid and transferred. 

Hearings 

The hearing for the de¬ 
molition of substandard 
structures on the McCavitt 
property was delayed until 
December 24 meeting, due 
to estate settlement prob¬ 
lems. And since the M. J. 

Schaefer demolition has al¬ 
ready taken out a permit, 
their time was also extend¬ 
ed to this date. 

Rezoning Denied 

The hearing on the re- 
zoning of from R-1 to R-3 of 
various properties on Her- 
mosa and Highland was 
given considerable time and 
discussion. It was the re¬ 
commendation of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission that these 
properties be rezoned with 
conditions of widening the 
alley, and the construction 
of a new alley for lots 16 
through 20. 

It was the opinion of the 
Council that this “package 
deal" contained too many 
problems, creating unfair 
advantages for some prop¬ 
erties, and therefore by a 
vote of 2 to 3 denied the 
Planning Commissions re¬ 
commendation, and issued 
authorization to the City At¬ 
torney to bring in an Ordi¬ 
nance rezonlng the Thomp¬ 
son property only from R-1 
to R-3 with no conditions. 

The Thompson property is 
to be sold for the building 
of apartment houses. 

One-Way Alley 

Due to the time involved 


The Sierra Madre Planning Commission met in regular 
session Thursday night, Oct, 17, and cracked down on 
“easy-to-get’,’ Variances, as the City Attorney, Charles Mar¬ 
tin pointed out to the au¬ 
dience and the Commission¬ 
ers, the laws of the city are 
made for the betterment of 
the city, protection of the 
citizens, and when someone 
applies for a change in the 
laws they should prove and 
establish why in this par¬ 
ticular case, the rules 
should be broken or bent 
for their purpose. 

The agenda was loaded 
with Variances and, of 
course, this plays havoc 
with the planning and zon¬ 
ing of a city, since codes, 
setbacks and requirements 
already have been set up to 
improve our city. 

Chairman Casey opened 
the meeting with all Com¬ 
missioners present with the 
exception of Commissioner 
Beaumont. Councilman 
Parks was present repre¬ 
senting the City Council, 

City Administrator Bevlng- 
ton, City Attorney Martin 
and Secretary Marie Lesh 
were in their chairs. 

The first item of business 
was the continuance of Con¬ 
ditional Use Permit of the 
British Home. This is a home 
for the aged in a R-1 zone, 
and previously the British 
Home had requested a per¬ 
mit to make an addition to 
the home; some 14 property 
owners signed a petition 
against this request. A mo¬ 
tion was made to deny the 
request and meet the new 
problem of rewriting the 
section on rest homes al¬ 
lowed in R-3 zones, and in¬ 
clude rest homes in Condi¬ 
tional Use Permit The Com¬ 
missioners came up with a 
tie vote. Since no one want¬ 
ed to change his vote, it 
will be sent on to the City 
Council with a split vote. 

The Turner rezoning of 
the property at the corner 
of Michlllinda and High¬ 
land, which was held over 
from the last meeting to 
give Mr. Turner a chance to 
attempt to get that property 
owner's signature on the ap¬ 
plication, was again brought 
up, with Mr. Turner request¬ 
ing another continuance. 

The property is in escrow to 
Mr. Turner. Because of the 
interested persons attend¬ 
ing, the request for con¬ 
tinuance was denied, the re¬ 
zoning denied without prej¬ 
udice until Mr. Turner clears 
the title; then he can re¬ 
apply. 

The Williams Variance at 
108 Esperanza is a request 
for a Variance from the 
driveway code which re¬ 
quires, if 13 or more units 
are to be used.

Ordinance Passed 

The first reading of Ordi¬ 
nance Nurriber 713 creating 
angle parking for the post 
office area of Baldwin was 
read and approved making 
the date of continuance 
June 30. 

The second reading and 
the adoption of Ordinance 
Number 712 was aceom- 
plished, whereby a Reserve 
Police force was created for 
the City of Sierra Madre. 
Side remarks of City-^ Ad¬ 
ministrator Bevington were 
to the effect that many ap¬ 
plications were being re¬ 
ceived by the Department 
for this 25-man force, and 
that excellent selection was 
being made on the qualifi¬ 
cation basis. This will be an 
outstanding advancement 
to the city with the addition 
of this stand-by police force. 

All City Parking Lots 

Resolution 2023, reducing 
the parking time on all city 
parking lots be reduced to 
three hours only between 
the hours of 7 a.m. and 6 
p.m. except Sundays and 
holidays. ’This resolution 
shall become law as soon as 
signs are in place giving 
notice thereof.

Robert Tarr Killed In 
Kingman, Ariz. Gun Battle 


The Sheriff, gunman killing each other in Western- 
style duel at Kingman, Arizona Monday in a daylight gun 
fight, brought home to Sierra Madreans the death of one 
of their former residents. 

Sheriff Robert L. Tarr, 
father of nine children, was 
raised in Sierra Madre, at¬ 
tending the local schools 
and Pasadena schools. He is 
the youngest son of Mrs. 

Helen T. Tarr of 274 W. 

Monteclto, and his older 
brother Is Donald T. Tarr of 
102 N. Hermosa. 

Robert had been Sheriff 
of Mohave County less than 
a year. He had been called 
to the inspection center four 
miles north of Kingman on 
U.S. Highway 93 to investi¬ 
gate a car listed as stolen 
from Long Beach, Calif. 

There were no witnesses 


to the actual gun battle, 
however, on investigation 
one of the men by the name 
of Carpenter was shot in the 
head and chest from Sheriff 
Tarr’s gun after he had 
been mortally wounded. 
Tarr died from a bullet 
wound in the chest. 

Tarr took office January 1 
after being elected last year 
when he ran on the Repub¬ 
lican ticket. He was the 
first Republican sheriff 
elected for Mohave County.
